f a person believes in the Al-Quran as the message of Allah, he is a muslim. A Muslim thus, can 
leither be a "fundamentalist" nor a "moderate". He is only a Muslim, nothing more and nothing less. 



3n Mujahideen's part, no matter what terminology is used for them. They understand their business 
nore than others which is to dethrow Najib's communist regime and establish an independent Islam- 
c government in Afghanistan. This is the goal of all Mujahideen and it is understood that Mujahi- 
leen have earned expriences during their 13 years struggle.

( ome to the conclusion that after invading Afghanistan, Russia had 
done a serious mistake and still it is facing dire consequences. He 
asked lhat the Russians should change tfieir policies towards Af- 
ghanistan and seek a lesson from the "bleeding wound" caused by 
Afghan Mujahideen in the past 

Prof. Rabbani informed that "unity amongst Mujahideen" and 
Pak-Iran stand" were the main topics during Tehran talks. He said 
all the speakers stressed on united stand and strategy from Afghan 
Mujahideen and also a single united stand and policy were de- 
nianded from the friend countries during the meetmg. He said the 
Kabul regime is facing severe problems and it is the lime ion Muja- 
hideen to speed up Jdiad for the fall of the communist regime in 
Arghanistan.

While asked that without havmg a single and common policy, how 
the Mujahideen delegation attending the QIC and other talks for 
he solution of Afghan issue, Prof. Rabbani replied that aim of all 
iheMujahideen is to end the communist regime and form an Islam- 
ic government in Afghanistan.

It may be noted that during another clash between the Dostom's rni- 
litiamcn and the regime's militaiy Division no-35.

The report added, Rashid Dostom's militiamen always, in the past, 
attacked the regime's forces and Esmat Muslim's militias in the dif- 
ferent parts of the country. As a result, many ware killed and in- 
jured while inflicted huge material and fmancial losses. 

The report further said, Mujahideen simultaneously with the said 
skirmish between the militiamen and the police Forces launched 
operations over the regime's forces in Dashli Abdar area of the 
Kunduz capital city. However, details are not received. 

According to reliable sources MIDIA learnt that a three days long 
conflict between Khalqi group leading by Nazarullah and Parcham 
group leading by Ghulam took place in Jozjan province. As a re- 
sult, 50 communists were killed from both sides while 70 others 
sustained injures during the incident 

Swedish Mr. Bength Kristiansson an advisor on rehabilitation from 
the United Nations Humanitarian and Economic Assistance Pro- 
grammes relating to Afghanistan who was injured in the recent 
bombardments of thecommunist regime in Takhar province inter- 
viewed with MIDIA at the Swedish committee main office. 

He left Peshawar for Afghanistan on Aug. 28 to check the UN 
sponsored project in Taloqan city of Takhar province which has 
been working to help disabled people. After arriving in Taloqan, he 
was injured when the puppet regime bombed die area early morn- 
ing. He received injuries, then he went down to a valley for con- 
tacting the UN office in Peshawar through wireless. The regime's 
jet fighters abrubtly bombed the city and a stone came down and 
seriously hit him on left side after a bomb fell near him. 

Another bomb fell a few meters on a road and martyred children 
while playing, he added. He was quickly removed to a Mujahideen 
hospital in the city's suburb. He was provided good treatments 
there. "The pain soon disappeared from my body", he said. 

While answering to a question, he said that bombings were contin- 
ued on a densely populated area and not a single military dump was 
destroyed It seemed that Mujahideen did not store their arms and 
ammunitions in lhat area. If it was so, there would have been some 
destructions, because, a big number of houses alongwith several 
hospitals were demolished during severe bombardments. 

To another question, he said that the pople left Taloqan during the 
wevious bombing towards the end of July 1991. and returned after 
the regime stopiH ^ir attack, for a week. But the regune re- 
sumed bombings when it knew that the people returned to their 
houses. 

This was not his first trip to Afghanistan. He already been there for 
seven times. But, it was his first time, he suffered under the bom- 
bardments. Lauding the Mujahideen of the Supervisory Council, he 
added that they were property organized. They used to remove the 
injured people to the hospitals while the regime was bombmg. 
Commander Ahmad Shah Masoud alongwith some other com- 
manders visited the hospitals and condoled them. They also visited 
him in the hospital. He added. 

Recently a "delegation of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR" visited 
Kabul The Kabul regime used the occasion to boost the morale of 
its members—and that of the Kabul residents-by propagating that 
the delegation had promised fulfillment of all USSR commitments 
to the Kabul regime. It seems that the propaganda of the regime 
was just ihat-i.e. aipty propaganda without any bases. 
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First of all, as the VOA has noted, it is not certain whom the dele- 
gation represented. *The Sipreme Soviet of the USSR" is a defu- 
nct entity because last week it voted for an interim set up — 
virtually dissolving itselfl 

.Secondly, official statements from Moscow talk about revision of 
that country's policy towards Afehanistan. In a dispatch . INTER- 
FAX reports "a Soviet Foreign Ministnr staffer" saying in an inter- 
iew with that news agency that "the Soviet Union plans to revise 
the entire body of Soviet- Ajfghan relatiom soon." 

In a separate dispatch of the same date, INTERFAX reports its cor- 
respondent asking "an official of the Soviet foreign Ministry's 
South-west Asia department to comment on the allegations that the 
new political situation ....may cause the Soviet Union to reconsider 
tlie structure of its military and economic aid to Afghanistan." In 
response, the spokesman states that: 

' Wc have been reviewing our policy toward Afghanistan and look- 
ing for new approaches with a view to restoring peace in that coun- 
try as soon as possible... At present, suggestions are being worked 
cut concerning the entire complex of Soviet- Afghan relations." 

The Russian diplomat also remarks that, "the Soviet side had re- 
l>catedly invited the Afghan Mujahideean to a negotiating table. 
Moscow is ready to continue the dialogue." 

These statements by the Soviet foreign Ministrjr should make it 
clear to the Kabul puppet regime that its master is not in position 
to continue its imquestioned support any long. It seems, however, 
tliat the regime lives in "fool's paradise." 

"Supplying arms to the Kabul regime against Mujahideen for an- 
other three and half months is in f&ci supporting the communist re- 
gime." This was stated by Mawlawi Mohammad Yunus Khalis, 
leader of Hezb-e-Islami, in an interview with MIDIA. In his view, 
Jie Russians will try to fill the Kabul puppet regime's depots dur- 
ing this period and prolong its life. 

Mawlawi Khalis added that while arms supplies to Mujahideen 
have already been halted, continuation of supplies to Najib regime 
will mean supporting his notorious "national reconciliation" poli- 
cy. He believed that "the immpcrialist powers" want a non-Islamic 
System in Afghanistan and are ready to surrender Mujahideen to 
the Kabul regime for that purpose. 

The leader of Hczb-e4slami further staled that "wc believe in God 
Almighty and experience has proved that victory does not depend 
on weapons. Thus, neither are Mujahideen afraid of arms cut nor 
are ready to sulnnit to non-Islamic solutions." 

In response to another question, Mawlawi Khalis rejected UN 
General Secretary's caJl for stopping rocket attacks on Kabul He 
lid while regime's atrocities continue it is unfair to stop attack on 
Kabul He added that, "the cause of fire in Kabul is the puppet re- 
gime, and it must be removed."

According to commander Mawlawi AmanuUah's wireless mes- 
sage, MIDIA leanu that Kabul regime's militia conunandcr Sharab 
Beg group sub-commanders NajibuUah and Aulwdullah alongwith

Fhe report added, these militiamen have brought 150 light and 10 
leavy weapons to Mujahideen. 

R ecently thousands of Kabul regime's troops and militiamen were 
defected to Mujahideen after the fall of compiunism in Russia and 
he impressed with the reality of Islam. 

lie report added that the Mujahideen strongly welcomed the de- 
cted militias on the basis of the general and Islamic amnesty. 



"If the Soviet Union genuinely stops arms supplies to the Kabul i 
gime, it will be a positive development in their policy." This w 
stated by Prof. Burhanuddin Rabbani, Acting foreign Minister ai 
Minister of reconstruction in IIGA, in reply to a question by t 
MIDIA correspondent " As far as Mujahideen are concerned , ho' 
ever, the negative summety agreement will not affect them mu^ 
because miUtary assistance for them have stopped for quite 
while", he added 

Prof. Rabbani noted that the basic problem in Afghaistan has be* 
continuation of the Russian interfarence and its insistence to su 
port a bunch of criminals in Kabul "Hopefully the new agreeme 
will be the beginning of the end of the Russian interference." 

Prof. Rabbani expressed his apprehension that the Soviet Uni< 
uses the interim period to arm the regime to the teeth or contini 
secrete arm supplies after January 1992. He hoped, however, th 
the Soviet Union has learned from its past mistakes and would t 
to deal with the realities of the situation in the future. He also e 
pressed his hope that the Russsians try to establish relations wi 
the Afghan people rather the helping aband of traitors. 

The Acting Foreign Mmister also noted that just cutting arms to tl 
regime is not enough. All political and economic support to the r 
gime should also be halted, and the Russians must drop the regin 
as an element for future political solution. 

When asked about the sincerity of the Russians to implement the 
commitment. Prof. Rabbani said if wc rely on the past records, tl 
Russians connot be trusted at all. He hoped, however, that the r« 
cent changes have also altered their insincerity. 
In regard to Kabul regime's stock pile of weapons, Prof. Rabbai 
concwied that it may have enough to continue the war for mcmth 
He believed, though that the military pressure by Mujahideen an 
political and economic pressure from outside will bring the regim 
to its smses. "No matter how long it tries to continue the war, it 
down fall is imminent, Insha- Allah," he concluded. 

MIDIA office in Quetta infonmed that commander Shah Khan Shs 
malzai of Zabul province, Sayed Mohammad Kazem of Shindan 
district, Farah province; Mullah Farooq of Boldak district, Kanda 
har province and Mohammad Shah Khan of Nawa district.

MIDIA's correspondent reported fi'om differoit Peshawar subur- 
ban refugee's camps that a number of families from different parts 
of Afghanistan, e4)ecially from the Kabul city arrived there recent- 
ly. Quoting these families, MIDIA's reporter said if there would 
not be taken essential steps, all the areas under the control of the 
puppet regime will be evacuated soon. According to the report, 
some of these new refugees who arc settled in Zakhil Refugee 
camp, most are women and children from each family, one or two 
of its members stayed in the area and the rest fled the country fear- 
ing from the coming winter. 

The report added, these people took shelter in Pakistan, because, 
the communist regime is not able to maintain peace and keep the 
reasonable prices of daily commodities. *lt also carmot provide es- 
sential ftiel and other foodstuff even for people in the coital city 
of Kabul,"* the new emigrants expressed. 

Further quoting these new refugees, the report said that a nimiber 
of other families are on the way to Pakistan. The locals especially 
in Kabul do not have any other alternatives except to put their 
house tools and equipments on sale and leave either for the areas 
under the control of Mujahide^ or to Pakistan. The price of every 
thing is doubled recently and they cannot affored for the basic live- 
ly conunodities. 

Mawlawi Mohammad Yunus Khalis the head of his own faction of 
Hezb-e-Islami has expressed his concern over the invitation of 
USSR that a Mujahideen delegation would visit that country while 
talking to MIDIA's correspoiKient on telephone, he said that send- 
ing a Mujahideen delegation to USSR for discussion on the Af- 
ghanistan problems would mean acceptance of all those accords 
numbering more than 409 signed between Russia and its stooges in 
Kabul in the post These agreements are based on military, politi- 
cal, culture and social etc. assignments. 

He added, that in the present situation Russia who looted away the 
wealth of our nation is a matter of grave concern and the invitation 
of may not be accepted. He further said if Russians wanted talks 
with Mujahide^ tp solve Afghanistan issues, the best way was to 
choose a third country for discussions.

Abdul Rub Rasoul Sayyaf was not present in 
the Mujahideen discussi(m for nominating the two delegations 
members while Mawlawi Mohammad Yunus Khalis rejected send- 
ing of his representatives to New York and Moscow. 

Prof. Rabbani further said that Hezb Islami of Engineer Hekmat- 
yar has agreed that its representatives would participate the Mos- 
cow delegation, only if Prof. Rabbani lead the delegation. Other- 
wise, Hezb-i-Mami's representatives would not participate in the 
delegation, he added. 

A six-member delegation of Afghan Mujahideen under the presi- 
dentship of Prof. Sebghatullah Mujadiddi, the head of the Islamic 
Inteirim Sute of Afghanistan left Islamabad for New York evening 
of Sep 28, to attend the 46th session of the United Nation's security 
council. 

It may be noted that MIDIA had early a rc^tt saying that, Pir Gcl- 
lani would preside this delegation. But, later on Prof. Mujaddidi 
left for N.Y as the head of the delegation. 

MIDIA's correspondent in Islamabad reported that the delegation 
includes Pir Sayed Ahmad Gillani, the cMef Justice of the UGA 
and the head of his own party (NIFA), Mawlawi Mohammad Nabi 
the defence minister and the leader of Harakat-i-Inqilab-i-Islami, 
Eng. Eshan Jan the mineral and industries minister, Enj^. Mumtf, 
the ret^esentative of Mohammad Amin Waqad of Daya-i-Ittehad-i- 
Islami , Mawlawi Mansoor, and Jawid the representative of Asif

The delegation besides , attending the session of the security coun- 
cil of the UJN. will also hoW talks with the Secretar Genial of the 
U.N. and the representatives of the Islamic countries regarding the 
Afghanistan's crises. 

The report added that a similar delegation will be going to Russia 
in future.

His body was hurried at the Rahman Baba's grave-yard in Peshaw- 
ar. Prof. Burhanuddin Rabbani, the head of Jamiat-«-Isl«m was 
present in the fmetsU ceremony alongwiih a number of Mujahi- 
deen's commanders and otiier Mujahideen and Pakistara Ansar. 

The report did not give the details about the related impact to tiiis 
event. 
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According to MIDIA's correspondent who arrived Peshawar from 
Faizabad the capita! of Badakhshan province recently, that the 
govemcr of the said province Hamayoun Fawzi alongwith 400 mi- 
litiamen have ordered the general staff in the offices to start con- 
struction of securi^ posts around the Faizabad city without any 
hestitation.

An eye-witness account from different areas in Kabul city and oth- 
er places in the outskirts like Bagh-i-Bala, Dehkopak, Khaiikhana, 
Sayed Noor Mohammad Shah Meena, Mirwais Maidan, Ba^ami, 
Shiwaki, Qalacha, Bini-Hisar presented a deserted look as Buses 
and cars were garaged due to lack of Diesel and Petrol. People are 
facing a lot of problems, however, the military forces and Khad of- 
ficials are using the stocks of fuel already stored in different De- 
pots. On the other side people are being promised for nothing. 

The general transport to Logar province in the south of Kabul city 
was completely stopped dtie to die crises. 

The Kabul regime has also announced the issuence of Identity 
cards to the youngsters of Kodii tribes (nomads) as to get their ser- 
vices for military National Service. It is be mentioned that there 
was ban over the issuance of I.D. cards to Kochi tribes and now 
when the communist regime is disappointed with its forces the Ko- 
chi youngsters are being brought to control the eistuation. 

Fazel Haq "Khaliqyar", the prime minister of the puppet regime has 
decided to leave for Moscow to discuss his problons with Gorba- 
chev, the Russian's president MIDIA's stringer in Kabul reported 
that Khaiiqyar is expected to leave Kabul for Moscow soon in the 
near future.

According to reliable sources reported MIDIA that Mujahideai un- 
der commander Abdul Hakim launched offensive over the Rishk- 
hor Army Divission if Kabul i»ovince. As a result, eight KHAD- 
meanbers were killed, injured three odiers and an ammunition 
dump no-2 of the said divission was exploded. 

The rqxnt added that a quanity of military equipments including 
wireless sets, 250 rocket launcher's shels were set cm fire after the 
said explossion. 

Aojording to another report MIDIA Jcamt through commander Sar- 
dar Khan that one Mujdiid was martyred and injured olhe other af- 
ter the serious bombing by the Kabul communist regime's war- 
planes over the Mujahideen's positions around the Sayed Karam 
district of Paktia province. 

MipiA's office in Quetta quoting commander Dad Mohammad's 
radio message reported that Mujahideen laimched operations over 
the conmiunist regime's posts in Yakhchal area of Grish district, 
Helmand province. As a result, a post was demolished while a 
number of soldiers and militiamen were killed and two tanks were 
burnt. 

According to the report five Mujahids embraced martyrdom and 12 
others sustained injuries during the exchange of fire. Fighting was 
going on between the Mujahideen and the regime's forces, the re- 
port added. 

Mujahideen launched operations over the puppet regime's posts in 
Hassan Khell area of the Samangan province.

Mujahideen launched operation over the Qala-i-Qazi's Khad's posts 
in Ghelo Ghondi 2 km south to Maidan Shahar ^e capital of War- 
dak province. As a result 16 KHAD's members were killed, 12 oth- 
ers injured and three posts of the military forces were destroyed. 
Commander Lai Agha informed MIDIA that Mujahideen also de- 
stroyed four tanks and captured one T-62 tank alongwith 1 1 differ- 
ent weapons and a quantity of ammunition during the operation. 
Three Mujahids were also injured in the said attack. The report 
added. 

Sep 27, 1991 

Commander Malem Fida Mohammad informed MIDIA's office in 
Quetta through wireless that three militiamen and soldiers were 
killed and severl others injured besides a lank was set on fire after a 
bomb planted by the Mujahideen exploded m Sofi Sahid road near 
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Kandahar city . 

According to another rqx»rt MIDIA learnt that Mujahideen under 
conimand of MuUah Mohammad Sadiq, launched operation over 
the regime's forces in the same province. As a result two soldiers 
were lalled and several others injured. 

The report further added, Mujahideen also ciq;>tured two jeq>s 
alongwith a quantity of ammunition during these operations. 

Mujahideen pushed back the regime's attack in the center of the 
old city and Jawhar Tipa areas of Baghlan province. As a result 15 
soldiers and militiamen were killed while destroyed two tanks, 
one BM-13 launcher, one D-30 cannon and severel positions. 
Commander Abdul Hai Haqjo reported to MIDIA, through a wire- 
less message added that the attack which pushed bade by Mujahi« 
d een planned to recapture those areas which fell to Mujahideen 

According to another report MIDIA learnt one officer alongwidi 
five miliuamen were killed, several injured and set on fire three 
tanks after Mujahideen launched operation over the regime's forces 
m Choraq village along the highway between Baghlan and Kunduz 

movinces. 

Meanwhile, Mujahideen launched offensive over the regime's forc- 
es in Hassan Tal and Bolak villages, area of the said province. As 
a result 18 soldiers and militiamen were killed, several others were 
injured and heavy financial losses inflicted to the regime forces.

Sep 29, 1991 

Mujahideen launched operation over the regime's forces in Mundal 
c&rea of Farah province. As a result four soldiers and militiamen 
were killed while two others sustained injuries, several positions of 
the regime forces were also destroyed. Commander Saidajan re- 
ported to MIDIA ofHice in Quetta that one Mujahid was also mar- 
tyred in tlvB said operation. 

According to report MIDIA learnt through commander Arbab 
A!am that Mujahideen launched offensive over the regime's securi- 
ty posts in Shahrak district of Ghore province. As a result, seven 
militiamen and soldiers were killed, several others injured and 
some positions of the regime forces were captured by Mujahideen. 
One Mujahid Arbab Said Mir Khan was also martyred during the 
operation. 



Sq) 30, 1991 

Commander Ali Ahmad Hanifi informed MIDIA that Mujahideen 
attacked over ihe security belt's posts of Laghman province. As a 
result, three militiamen were killed while 20 others were captured, 
three posts of the regime were also destroyed. 

According to another report MIDIA received one tank, one ZK-1 
and acannon were set on fire after Mujahideen laundwd operation 
over the Mihtarlam city the capital of the said province. 

Meanwhile, Mujahideen under conunander Ali Ahmad launched 
offensive over the second security belt of the said province. As a 
result three communists were killed and one other sustained inju- 
ries. 

Mujahideen launched operation over the regime's posts in Mai- 
wand district of Kandahar province. As a result several soldiers and 
militiamen were killed while captured one of them alive. Com- 
mander Mohammad Sadiq informed MIDIA office in Quetu 
through a wireless message. 

Mujahideen jointly launched attacks over the communist regime's 
posts in Gardez, the capital city of Paktia province early m the 
morning. As aresult, 14 posts were captured while a number of the 
regime's forces were killed and injured in Ghog Tiri area, 8 km 
south to the capital city. 

The report added, four tanks and a huge quantity of military am- 
munitions fell to Mujahideen during these operations. 

After capturing another four security posts in the Sayed Karam 
district siniated in the eastern part of Gardez Mujahideen have pen- 
etrated into the security built around Gardez and also launched 
heavy mortar and rocket attack over the regime forces. 

The report added the regime ground and aur forces were launching 
Scud attacks over the Mujahideen's posi^on and iimocent residents 
in the surrounding villages, details about ihe losses are still not re-

According to the report, these militiamen who received low salaries 
from the puppet regime due to the fiscal anarchy in Kabul settled in 
the said area to loot away the money and die properties of the pas- 
sengers.
